Refuse to Pass on Act's Validity. 


In the decision, Chief Justice Taft, 
for the Supreme Court, says: 

“The main purpose of.the Industrial 
Relations act is to create an adminis- 
trative tribunal to arbitrate controver- 
sles between employers and employes 
in certain industrial, mining and: trans- 
portation businesses which the act de- 
clares to be affected with such a public 
interest that their continuity is essential 
to the public peace, the public health 
and the proper living conditions ‘and 
general ‘welfare of the people. The 
board, miscalled a court, is given power 
to make investigations on its own initia- 
tive ‘er upon complaint. of interested 
persons to consider the wages, the re- 
turn of capital and the conditions sur- 
rounding the workers in any~such ¢m- 
ployment and business, to.summon all 
necessary parties in interest, to call and 
examine witnesses and after hearing to 
make its findings and orders stating 
specifically the terms and conditions, in- 
cluding wages, upon which such- indus- 
try or employment shall be carried on 
in the future. 

“In effect, the act provides for’ com- 
pulsory arbitration between Jabor ‘and 
“capital, in cértain industries and..em- 
ployment. It forbids an injunction 
against a workman or employs .to’ pré- 
vent his quitting his employment. It 
is directed inst strikes and lockouts 
and their declared wasteful and destruc- 
tive effect, and conspiracies, picketing 
and intimidation to induce them. Obvi- 
olusly, we should’ not pass-upon the con- 
stitutional validity of an act presenting 
such critical and important issues un- 
less the case before us requires it. 


Reasons for, Dismissiig Writ. 


*‘ An injunction duly issuing out,of a 
court of general jurisdiction with equity 
powers upon pleading properly invoking 
itg action, and served upon persons 
made parties therein and within ..thé 
urisdiction; «must be obeyed by them, 

Wwever erroneous the action of the 
court may be, even if the error be. in 
the assumption of the validity of a seem- 
ing but void law going to the merits 
of the case. It ig for the court.of first 
instance to determine the question. of 
the validity of the law, and until its 

irection is reversed for .error by or- 

erly review, either by itsélf-or by a 
higher court, its ‘orders based on ‘its 
decision are to be respected, and dis- 
obedience of them is contempt of its 
lawful authority, to be panlenne. 

‘' As the matter was disposed of in the 
State courts on principles of general 
and not Federal law, we have no choice 
but to dismiss the writ of error.’’

WASHINGTON NOW EXPLAINS. 

The first news of the American de- 
mand for payment of the expenses of 
our army of occupation on the Rhine 
came from Paris. Washington was 
for three days silent. But now expres- 
sions of surprise and irritation in Eu- 
rope have led the State Department 
to set the matter right. The fact ap- 
pears to be as was surmised in our 
editorial of yesterday. Mr. Hucuss 
is acting as a lawyer jealously watch- 
ful for the interests’ of his client. He 
has simply served notice on the Allied 
Finance Ministers that the United 
States has a valid claim on Germany 
which they. must not ignore.or in any 
way impair by. their division of the: 
sums turned over hy Germany on ac- 
count of War reparations, It is clear 
from what is now stated at Washing- 
ton that the chief aim. of the State 
Department was to. insist upon, the 
legal validity. of our claim. It was a 
principle which was being strongly. 
laid down, the method of its applica- 
tion being left for future agreement. 
The procedure was very like that’of a 
counsel for. a neglected: heir filing. a 
paper with the court to protest that 
the estate must not be divided with- 
out taking- his client's interest into 
due consideration. 

The correctness of the position taken 
by the State Department in this mat- 
ter will not seriouSly be questioned. 
Yet it remains. true that the abrupt-
